POOR MOTHERS’ PENSIONS. 


Eighteen States. 

State wide motbers’. pension laws 
are now in effect in sixteen states, 
and laws covering certain cities are 
in effect in two additional states. Tha 


do, Idaho, Illinois, Iowa, Michigan, 
* Mifinesota, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, Obio, Oregon, Pennsyl- 
vanla, ‘South. Dakota, Utah, \Washing- 
ton. 

The two states in which laws exist 
covering certain communities are Mis- 
sourl-and Wisconsin, the Missouri law 
covering St. Louis and Kansas City 
and the Wisconsin law covering Mil- 
waukee. 

In addition, mothers’ pension Jaws 
exist in Australia (Victoria) and ip 
New Zealand. ; ; 

- As a rule, the laws limit pensions 
to mothers of children under a certain 
age, varying from fourteen to eighteen 
years. In some cases the money may 
be paid to a person. other than the 
| mother, designated by the court. In 
all cases there must be an investiga- 
| tion by the juvenile court or by an 
| -gent: of a charitable society or br 
| geme state board or state. attorney or 
by commissioners directly appointed 
- by the governor.—Ontlook.

' and wheel, took them home and set the 
tiny rodent to work. 

A half-penny’s worth of oatmeal was 
sufficient for its food for-35 days—dur- 
ing which time it ran 362 miles. He kept 
two mice constantly engaged in the mak- 
ing of sewing thread for morg than a 
year. ; 

The thread mill was £0 constructed 
that the mouse was able to twist, twine 
and reel from 100 to 120 threads a day, 
Sundays not excepted.
